DIET AND HEALTH 


M any Problems Involved in 
Diagnosing Types of Cancer 


By LOGAN CLEN D EN IN G , M. D. 
IT WAS in 1929 that the medi­ 
cal profession began a campaign 
through its local and state so­ 
cieties to educate the public in the 
early diagnosis of cancer as a

means to lessen the mortality. 
In 1938 Congress passed an act 
officially approving of these cam­ 
paigns. 
Some esses of cancer are in 
plain sight and easy to see, others 
are hidden and must be suspected 
from ti* symptoms. If the patient 
is to hup the physician, he must 
know something al*out the signs 
and symptoms of all these groups. 
The first group of cancer* con­ 
sists of those visible to the patient 
on the surface of the skin, lip or 
mouth. This is also probably the 
most frequent form of the condi­ 
tion and certainly we can expect 
the largest gain in cures in this 
group. 
Any suspicious sore or rough­ 
ing, wart or growth on the skin 
or on the lip should be examined 
immediately by a competent phy­ 
sician. Because they are in plain 
night and can be seen by the pa­ 
tient himself, or members of the 
family, they should never become 
large or dangerous. Yet the sta­ 
tistics show that nearly 7.000 
deaths a year oomt from cancer 
of this kind. 
The hope of any cancer lies in 
tis early recognition and prompt 
treatment. 
The second group consists in 
those which are not on the surface 
of the body, but sufficiently close 
to the surface that they are ac- 
cessible to examination. A lump in 
the breast is a good example of 
thia and all such lumps should 
have the benefit of examination 
by a competent physician. 
Forms of Treatment 
Treatment is usually by a com­ 
bination of surgery and Irradia­ 
tion. 
By irradiation, we mean 
either x-ray or radium. Other ex­ 
amples of this group are in the rec- 


turn and womb. These make them­ 
selves known by *uch symptoms as 
bleeding and pain, occasionally a 
pressure feeling, as if a growth 
were present. Any such combina­ 
tion of events calls also for an ex­ 
amination by a specialist. No one 
can make the diagnosis alone ex­ 
cept in rare instances. 
The third group consist# in can­ 
cers which are internal In every 
sen?* of the w ord—those involving 
the stomach, bowel or kidney. 
Here the symptoms are unex­ 
plained weight loss, feeling of 
weakness or fatigue, pallor com­ 
ing on suddenly in the midst of 
f"od Health. 


Annual Examination 
In Uie great majority of cases 
t i cancer comes on in middle age 
aud rather after the meridian of 
life — more likely after SS, even 
mote likely after 40, even more 
likely still after 50 and not so fre­ 
quently after 60. 
The ages to watch out for these 
symptoms then are from 40 to 60. 
Perhaps the best advice is to an­ 
ticipate and go to your family doc­ 
tor once a year for an examina­ 
tion. Such annual examination 
require a good deal of judgment 
and wisdom to prevent them from 
doing harm, but tbera is no ques­ 
tion that if one is on the lookout 
for it, a good many cases of in­ 
ternal cancer can be detected by 
such means In time to cure them 
completely.

Farley commended the idea, but 
added: “Horace, why don’t 
you 
make a separate 
collection 
of 
autographs of men you have not 
interviewed personally. Now I get 
around a bit and I could help you. 
I’ll send you some.” 
Young Horace was elated. But 
at home his family suggested th a t 
Mr. Farley, a busy man, m ight 
forget. 
About a month later, however, 
81-year old Horace Taft, brother 
of the late President T aft and 
uncle of Senator Robert Taft, got 
by m istake a letter from Jim F a r­ 
ley enclosing some autographs and 
asking how he w’as getting along 
with his new 
collection. 
Uncle 
Horace sent the letter on to hia 
12-year old nephew. And even to 
this day, young Horace still gets 
a letter every month or so enclos­ 
ing autographs from Jim Farley.

Boisson typifies the latent spirit 
of France now rising up to fight 
beside the U. S. A. He is only 48 
years old, was wounded repeated­ 
ly in World W ar I, was taken 
prisoner, 
sent 
to 
Switzerland 
among 
the 
“grands 
blesses” 
(severely wounded). There he was 
nursed back to health by a pretty 
French girl who today is Madame 
Boisson. 
Reason Governor Boisson resist­ 
ed the British-Free French attack 
against D akar in September, 1940, 
was the same reason he had for 
capitulating in December, 
1942. 
He believes th at France should 
stand unified, not to be 
broken 
into dissident elements. Thus, he 
opposed General De Gaulle whom 
he felt was causing a split in 
France, and on the other hand, 
welcomed 
the 
Americans 
and 
quotes our own m otto: “United we 
stand, divided we fall.” 
For 
some 
tim e 
Boisson 
has 
worked closely w ith U. S. officials 
in 
French 
W est 
Africa, 
who 
checked all reports 
of 
German 
activity there. It wa* the strong 
pro-American 
and 
anti-BHtish 
sentiment of the French colonies, 
as expressed by BoiSBon, which re­ 
sulted in the decision to land an 
American rather than a British 
force in N orth Africa. 
Though loyal to Petain, he re­ 
gards the aged prem ier as a pris­ 
oner of the Germans, who m ust be 
driven out of France. Like Darlan, 
Boisson hates the British, but he 
hates the Germ ans far more.
